But according to the poLice fraud 
department, representatives of three 
sanitation importers met the officials 
in the U.S. and treated them to 
flights, tours, hotel stays and enter- 
tainment. costing considerable 
sums. 

"It*s all nonsense. Out and out 
lies.

Kremer, who was head of the sanita- 


tion department at the time of the 
trip. said. 

Jntradco. CTA and Heitam, im- 
porters of municipal waste cleaning 
equipment, sanitation equipment 
and sewage equipment, admitted 
treating the suspects to various 
things on the trip, the police told 
the court yesterday. 

In return for these benefits, the 
police maintained, the suspects 
helped the importers obtain purch- 
ase contracts with the city.

Moda’i: Inquiry can’t harm solid banks

Israel has nothing to fear from a 
full-dress inquiry into the banks. 
Finance Minister Yitzhak Moda'i 
said yesterday. 

At the very worst, he said - and 
this would be "very sad" - the heads 
of the banks might have to resign. 
"But so what? What does that have 
to do with the banks themselves? 
The banks are solid and the value of 
the bank shares in the 'arrangment' 
is guaranteed by the government." 
Moda'i said. 

He was responding to a news- 
man's question about reported fears 


in the government that a commission 
of inquiry into (he bank shares affair 
might undermine confidence at 
home and abroad in Israel's leading 
commercial banks. 

The minister noted that an inquiry 
commission would probably not un- 
earth new information which was not 
widely known today. "What would 
be good to avoid, however." he said, 
"is the time-lapse between the 
appointment of a commission and 
the submission of its findings. Dur- 
ing this period people would scan 
imagining all sorts of things. . . 

"I would hope, therefore, that it 
will be fast - whatever it is." 


He noted that there was no deci- 
sion yet on "what kind of inquiry" 
was to be established. 

Moda'i added ruefully Hint he 
"should have resigned then" - refer- 
ring. apparently, to his service us a 
minister in the Likud governments 
of the late Seventies and early Eight- 
ies. “I knew what was going on. 1 
wanted nothing to do with it. 1 
warned them against it. I wrote ab- 
out it at the time. I should have 
quit."

Mandelbaum and Ma’on We will not resign

‘Unswerving defence’ of central bank 


A single unswerving line of de- 
fence has characterized the Bank of 
Israel's attitude to the entire bank 
shares imbroglio and its own role as 
regulatory authority of the banking 
system. 

This emerges from a legal opinion 
drafted by the bank's legal adviser, 
Michael Herzberg, which has come 
into the possession of The Jerusalem 
Post. The arguments used in this 
document, which was written in re- 
sponse to the criticism of the central 
bank contained in the early drafts of 
the state comptroller’s report, are 
not materially different from the line 
adopted by Governor Moshe Man- 
delbaum in a radio interview yester- 
day morning. 

It is, therefore, reasonable to ex- 
pect that this line will be used by the 
Bank of Israel when the expected 
commission of inquiry is set up - 
despite the fact that its main theses 
were decisively rejected by the state 
comptroller in his final report. 

In fact, the document shows that 
the final version - which was char- 


acterized by a degree of clarity and 
sharpness unparalleled in any pre- 
vious state comptroller's report - 
was deliberately written in a way that 
rejected all the counter-arguments 
that had been raised in the course of 
the comptroller's inquiry. 

By extension, it is clear that all the 
previous talk of pressure being 
brought to bear on the state comp- 
troller to tone down the style or 
conclusions of the report were either 
misconceived or that such pressure 
was ignored. Indeed, it would seem 
that The language used in the report 
was actually tightened and made 
more explicit in the final version that 
had been the case in the drafts. 

The summary of the Bank of 
Israel's arguments, in the 17-page 
analysis, are worth quoting in full: 

"A) The regulation of the bank 
shares was. undoubtedly, classifi- 
able as influencing securities prices, 
but it is doubtful if it was a manipula- 
tion (because this is linked to an 
attempt to influence prices with the 
objective of making profits l and cer- 


tainty there wuk no influence on 
security prices in u fraudulent man- 
ner. 

"B) in the circumstances that 
accompanied the regulation, that 
manipulation - if such it was - was 
lacking the element of "influence 
through fraudulent means" which 
would make it a violation of Para- 
graph 54 A (2) of the securities law 
and therefore the elements of the 
violation were not fulfilled. 


“C) The regulation continued for 
some 10 years, with the knowledge 
of the authorities, and with disclo- 
sure of its details in prospectuses and 
through the granting of legislative 
exemptions, and it was thereby given 
legitimacy. This, in itself, shows that 
there was no “fraud” in the regula- 
tion. 


“D) Since there was no illegality, 
and the authorities approach to the 
regulation of the bank shares de- 
rived from how this influenced the 
general economy and the securities

6 killed in road accident, 3 more in others 


ASHKELON (Itim). - Six people 
were killed and six others were in- 
jured. three seriously, when a van 
crashed with an army bus on the 
Netivot-Nir Am road south of here 
early yesterday morning.

sa, 21. Binyamin Sidi, 40. 

The fifth dead was identified as 
Victor Hayatt, 21, of Moshav Gilat. 
who was driving the van because his 
father's driver's licence had been 
revoked. 

The sixth person killed was not 
identified. 

The three others hurt were in the 
army bus which crashed into the van. 

The injured were hospitalized in 
Ashkelon. 

In six other road acidems since 
Monday afternoon, two people died, 
seven were seriously injured and 
four were moderately injured. Kil- 
led were a 44-year-old man from 
Ramaliah. who lost control of his car 
on the Ramallah-Jericho road, and a 


22-year-old resident of lira whose 
jeep veered off road 444 south of 
Tira- 

Four of those seriously wounded 
were soldiers on leave who were 
returning from a New Year's Eve 
party in Petah Tikya early yesterday 
morning when their car crashed into 
a lamp-post. Another was a motor 
scooter rider from Ashkelon who hit 
a pavement when riding through 
town. A taxi passenger and a bus 
driver were injured in Ashkelon 
when the bus and taxi collided in the 
town's industrial area. 

A 12-year-old boy. Muhammad 
Abu-Hija of Tamra, in the western 
Galilee, died yesterday after being 
injured in a road accident on Friday.

Forces committee, which probed last 
September's fatal helicopter crash 
near Beit Shean has found that pilot 
error following engine failure was 
responsible for the accident, which 
claimed five lives, including the two 
pilots. 

The IDF Judge Advocate General 
recommended that four officers be 
tried fOT negligence because they 
had failed to report on time that the 
helicopter was missing. This contri- 
buted to the three-and-a-half hour 


delay between the time of the crash 
and the time the rescue team found 
the downed aircraft and the injured 
survivors. 

Five soldiers - the two pilots, the 
flight engineer and two infantiymen 
aboard the Bell 212 - were killed. 
Eve other infantrymen were wound- 
ed. 

The army set up an inquiry com- 
mittee including aviation experts, 
infantrymen and doctors. The team 
was headed by an air force aluf- 
mishne (colonel) with 20 years ex- 
perience flying helicopters. 

Their findings were presented to 


the Chief of the General Staff Rav- 
Aluf Moshe Levy and the families 
were informed on Monday. 

Addressing defence reporters at 
the Sde Doy air force base here, the 
head of the investigating team said 
the Bell had been assigned to a Golani 
infantry exercise on September 24. 
The unit was practising infiltrator 
pursuit in Wadi Bezek. Six soldiers 
and the commander of the exercise, 
a sgan-aluf (lieutenant colonel), flew 
overhead to try and spot the “infil- 
trators."

providing blood and blood products 
to the indebted hospitals. Michaeli 
said he met with MDA officials who 
have no money to pay workers' 
salaries, which were due yesterday. 

Gur and Michaeli both said that 
hospitals. like Rambam in Haifa, 
have reached the point of borrowing 
medicine and infusions from other 
hospitals and that daily decisions are 
being made as to whether a hospital 
will pay for pace-makers for heart 
patients or for laundry services and 
electricity. Some hospitals have run 
out of diapers for infants. 

Speaking of the current waves of 
unrest caused by health workers’ job 
insecurity. Gur reiterated that no 
health service employees who were 
already employed lust October will 
be dismissed. However, he said, 
clerical staff employed by the minis- 
try will be vetted on the same basis as 
other government clerks. 

Gur said that unless the Treasury- 
can arrange the uninterrupted trans- 
fer of the regular, approved funds to 
the Health Ministry, drastic steps 
may have to be taken, including 


stopping services like clothing and 
beddir 


iding for patients. Gur refused to 
elaborate on this point but said au- 
thoritatively that if it is a choice 
between providing bedsheets and 
other services or buying medicines, 
infusions and X-ray film, then he will 
opt for the latter.

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Sharon request on secret report upheld

The Knesset Foreign Affairs and 
Defence Committee yesterday 
approved the cabinet’s decision to 
let the Israeli attorneys of the two 
parties in the Time magazine libel 
case see the classified documents in 
the Kahan inquiry report on the 
Sabra and Shatilla massacre. 

The vote was 18 to 2. with two 
abstentions. 

The cabinet decision was unani- 
mous and was taken by a special 
committee of senior ministers 
chaired by Prime Minister Shimon 
Peres. The cabinet’s decision re- 
quired the Knesset committee's en- 
dorsement as well. 

The classified documents in ques- 
tion are: Appendix B to the Kahan 
report: notes of a conversation 
which then defence minisrer Ariel 
Sharon held with members of the 
Jemayel family after the assassina- 
tion of Bashir Jemayel on September 
15. 1982: notes on a conversation 
between Sharon and Phalange com- 
manders on the same date; material 
relating to the meeting between 
Sharon and Bashir Jemayel before 
the assassination, on September 12. 
1982. plus classified sections from 
Sharon's testimony on that same 
meeting to the Kahan commission. 

Justice Minister Moshe Nissim 
and Attorney-General Yitzhak 
Zamir, appearing before the Knes- 
set committee toexplain the cabinet 


decision, said security officials had 
objected to the attorneys being 
shown one of the documents, but 
they did not convince the cabinet. 

Nissim and Zamir refused to iden- 
tify the problematic document. 

They said that Sharon's attorney. 
Dov Weissglass, and the magazine’s 
attorney, Haim Zadok, would be 
allowed, following the committee's 
endorsement, to read the classified 
material and then answer “yes or 
no" questions to the former Sup- 
reme Court president Yitzhak 
Kahan. 

The committee held two votes. 
The first, 10 against 9. ruled that 
there was no need to summon secur- 
ity officials to explain why they ob- 
jected to the attorneys seeing one of 
the documents in question. Chair- 
man Abba Eban abstained. The 10 
were mainly Likud members and the 
nine mainly Alignment members. 
Had Eban voted with bis colleagues 
and caused a tie vote, he could have 
had the security officials appear be- 
fore the committee. 

The committee then held the 
second vote and approved letting the 
attorneys see the material. The two 
who voted against were Victor 
Shemtov i Mapam) and Yosef Sarid 
(CRM). Two Labour men. Llzi 
Bar am and Shevah Weiss, ab- 
stained. 

The general thrust of the views of 
the Alignment members on the com- 
mittee was that the cabinet agree- 


ment to release the material for the 
attorneys' perusal was a surrender to 
Sharon ’ 5 political pressure. The. 
general thrust of the views of the 
Likud members was that once Peres 
and Defence Minister Yitzhak 
Rabin had accepted the principle of 
releasing the classified material, it 
was illogical for their colleagues in 
the committee to protest. 

Dan Meridor (Likud) said that 
both attorneys could be trusted to 
keep the material to themselves, 
hence the committee had no need to 
summon security officials. 

Rafael Eitan (Tehiya) said the 
entire Kahan commission report 
should have been tom up and 
thrown into the wascepaper basket. 

Zevulun Hammer (NRP) said he 
could not accept Sharon's argument 
that his libel suit was the case of the 
Jewish people versus Time maga- 
zine. 

Yosef Sarid ( CRM) said that Shar- 
on's main purpose was to overturn 
the Kahan commission report which 
had faulted him. 

Ehud Olmert (LA" AM) said the 
fact that Sharon was a former de- 
fence minister inevitably lent the 
libel suit national significance. 

Also yesterday, in a closely re- 
lated development. Mordechai Bar- 
On (CRM) wrote to Zamir asking 
bim to issue a forma) statement that 
the findings and recommendations 
of the Kahan commission on Sabra 
and Shatilla would be in no way 


impaired by the outcome of the 
Sharon libel suit in New York. 

Bar-On recalled thatthe points on 
which Kahan faulted Sharon were 
not connected in any way to the 
magazine's allegations which Sharon 
was trying to refute. <■ 

Attorney-General Yitzhak Zamir 
yesterday announced that be wjll not 
permit the questioning of the Mos- 
sad's deputy chief and of Industry 
and Trade Minister s Ariel Sharon's 
aide Uri Dan in Sharon's libel suit 
against Time magazine. - ■ 

The New York court in which the 
suit is taking place has requested that 
the Mossad's deputy chief be ques- 
tioned regarding Sharon's meetings 
in Bikfaya and Karantina on 
September 15. 1982. and regarding 
his ties to Time reporter' David 
Halevy in connection with those 
meetings. The court requested that 
Dan be questioned on the same 
meetings. 

In his letter to Judge Moshe 
Nacbt. director of Israel's courts. 
Zamir said that on the basis of the 
Legal Assistance to Foreign States 
Law (consolidated version) 1977. 
and of consultation with security and 
political elements, he concluded that 
"conducting the above exam i nations 
of witnesses would be liable to harm 
national security and public wel- 
fare." 

Zamir also notified Time and 
Sharon's lawvers of his decision.

Geula Cohen motion for 
death penalty is rejected 


The coalition split yesterday on a 
motion for the agenda by Geula 
Cohen (Tehiya) calling for the death 
penalty for cruel or brutal murders 
bv terrorists. It rejected the motion, 
28-26. 

Cohen said this would not require 
new legislation since the death 
penalty can be imposed for such a 
crime. But it has never been im- 
plemented in ordinary criminal 
cases. Beasts must not be permitted 
to live. Cohen said. 

Justice Minister Moshe Nissim re- 
plied that the government does not 
give orders to the prosecution. The 
Fatter is free to request the death 
penalty for murder if it thinks this is 
warranted. But it has never done so. 

Nissim noted that in 1968 or 1969 
the government had given a standing 
order to the State Attorney's Office 
not to demand the death penalty for 
terrorist murderers. But about five 
years ago, the government cancelled 
that order. 

There arc good reasons for not 
demanding the death penalty against 
terrorists, but it would not be wise to 
air these in public. He moved that 
Cohen’s motion be referred to the 
Foreign Affairs and Defence Com- 
mittee, although he said this did not 
mean he supported anything she had 
said. 

Bills against Racism 

Two bills to prevent racism, one 
presented by Mapam and the other 
by the Communists, were defeated 
by the coalition, with the Alignment 
abstaining on Mapam's bill. 

Nissim replied that if it were not 
for the educational aspect, there 
would be no need for a special law 
against racist incitement, since ex- 
isting laws were adequate to cover 
such an offence. 

Nissim said that he expected the 
government, "in an extremely short 


time," to approve and submit to the 
Knesset a bill drafted by the Justice 
Ministry. 

Mapam later issued a press com- 
munique charging the Alignment 
faction with having "raped its consci- 
ence" by supporting Nissim's stand, 
after they had previously approved . 

Nuclear Power 

Likud MK Uriel Linn, one of the 
economic experts in the bloc's Liber- 
al Party wing, said that Israel cannot 
afford to purchase a nuclear power 
station to generate electricity. 

Speaking in the Knesset Econo- 
mic Committee in a discussion on the 
fuel and power economy attended by 
Energy Minister Moshe Shahal, 
Linn said that an atomic plant would 
cost S2.05 billion to build, whereas a 
coal-fired plant built inland would 
cost $1 b.. and a coal-fired plant on 
the seashore. $1.32 b. 

An additional outlay would be 
needed to cool a plant built inland, 
he said. 

Linn said that one kilowatt gener- 
ated in an atomic plant would cost 
4.21 cents at a discount rate of 6 per 
cent, and 5.28 cents at a discount 
rate of S.per.cenL - — 

But one kilowatt generated in a 
coal-fired plant would cost only 5.22 
cents, he said. 

Election Propoganda 

Reforms in the present legislation 
governing election propaganda will 
be one of the first spheres tackled by 
the coalition committee on electoral 
reform chaired by Economics and 
Planning Minister Gad Ya'acobi. 

At a meeting yesterday, the 
Ya'acobi committee decided to 
study four separate proposals for a 
mixed system of elections, embrac- 
ing elements of proportional repre- 
sentation and of the constitutency 
system. 


Britain had plan in 1954 
to invade Israel from south 


LONDON ( AP). - Britain's military 
chiefs drew up a contingency plan in 
1954 to invade Israel, according to 
cabinet papers from that year made 
public yesterday. 

The documents, released by law 
after 30 years, also included a de- 
scription of former Israeli prime 
minister Men ache m Begin as a “vip- 
er.” 

The invasion plan was drawn up 
after Jordan pressed Sir Winston 
Churchill's Conservative govern- 
ment on how Britain would respond 
to an Israeli attack on Jordan, the 
cabinet was told. 

The invasion, which would have 
been necessary under Britain's trea- 


ty commitment to defend Jordan, 
would have involved British troops 
attacking Israel from the south. 


The cabinet agreed, though , not 
to disclose to Jordan the existence of 
the invasion plan. 

The cabinet papers also revealed 
why Begin, leader of the Herat Par- 
ty, was not allowed to visit Britain in 
1954. 

When asked if Begin would be 
granted a visa, a senior Foreign 
Office official told the cabinet: “I 
hope we shall firmly repel this viper 
from our bosom. One should not 
dwell on the past , but there are limits 
to forgiveness and expediency.”

-|&jterday called for urgem talks with 
-pfime Minister Shimon Peres eon- 
fflintng his row with the Energy 
Ministry over air pollution from the ' 
• Oil Refineries plant here. 

• The request follows recently pub- 
lished recommendations from a gov- 
ernment appointed committee 
which studies the effects of high 
sulphur fuel used at the refineries 
and the Israel Electric Corporation’s 
bay side power station. 

The committee’s findings sub- 


stantiated Energy Minister Moshe 
Shahal’s assertion that the use of low 
sulphur fuel would cost the economy 
$70 million a year. 

Shahal had blocked implementa- 
tion of an Interior Ministry order 
compelling the Oil Refineries to use 
low sulphur fuel pending the com- 
mittee report. The order was aimed 
at reducing sulphur dioxide emis- 
sions from the refineries, to alleviate 
Haifa's air pollution problem. 

Gurel, who is chairman of the 
regional environmental protection 
unit, has rejected the committee 
report. He charged that the study 


had been conducted hastily and was 
superficial and could not be taken 
seriously. He has ordered the en- 
vironmental protection unit to con- 
tinue operating on the basis of the 
Interior Ministry’s order. 

Gurel maintained that the use of 
low sulphur fuel would cost the eco- 
nomy an extra S20m. a year, while 
other measures, including the in- 
stallation of anti-pollution equip- 
ment at the refineries, would be even 
cheaper. 

He accused Shahal. also a resident 
of Haifa, of being "insensitive" to 
the distress air pollution causes.

Mubarak off to Washington in March

Egyptian President Hosni Mubar- 
ak will visit Washington in March for 
talks with President Ronald Reagan. 

This was announced on Cairo 
Radio yesterday by Egyptian Fore- 
ign Minister Esmat Abdel-Meguid, 
who said the talks would “focus on 
how to bring all the parties to the 
Arab-Jsraeli conflict, including the 
PLO. to the negotiating table 

Abdel-Meguid's reference to the 
PLO underscores what has emerged 
as Cairo's official position since last 
month's key summit in Cairo be- 


tween Mubarak and Jordan's King 
Hussein. Then, the two leaders 
agreed to coordinate their peace 
strategy, and confirmed that this 
would have to take account of the 
PLO. 

Official Egyptian spokesmen have 
made it increasingly plain over the 
past few weeks that Cairo is no 
longer prepared to negotiate the 
future of the West Bank and the 
Gaza District on behalf of the 
Palestinians, and that any further 
movement on this issue is going to 
have to be within a framework 
acceptable to Yasser Arafat and his 
mainstream PLO.

Beersheba council

The committee is to file its first 
report by March 1. 

Mayor Eiiahu Navi reminded the 
council that in 197S, when the site 
was proposed, “nobody dreamed 
that the site would become national 
rather than regional. Now the Negev 
is being turned into the national 
garbage dump.” 

The dangers inherent in transport- 
ing hazardous substances were 
brought up. and it was decided to ask 
the authorities to immediately stop 
all transports of waste to Ramat 
Hovav. It was also decided to press 
for a road to bypass Beersheba so as 
to reduce the risk. 


Treasury allots 
IS7.5b. to councils

Acting at the behest of the Interior 
Ministry, the Treasury yesterday 
transferred IS 7.5 billion to hard- 
pressed local authorities and prom- 
ised an additional IS7.5b. “in a few 
days.”

Tel Aviv plans private traffic crackdown

TEL AVIV'. - Tel Aviv city hall has 
declared wax on car owners. 

“Vi e want private car owners from 
outside the city to know they just 
can't come freely into our town with 
their cars. Our roads and parking 
lots are nor increasing in proportion 
to' the cars coming here every day.”

Plans are being made to do the 
same with roads out of the city. 

The newly dedicated public trans- 
port lanes are on Derech Haifa ex- 
tending from Pinkos Street to Arlo- 
soroff Street and on Hamasger 
Street from Hahashmonaim up to 
Hamesila Streets near the Central 
Bus Station.

Interior Ministry may 

want to censor films, plays

Interior Minister Yitzhak Peretz 
may not forgo the authority of film 
and play censorship after all. one of 
his aides told The Jerusalem Post 
yesterday. 

Shorty after assuming the Interior 
portfolio. Peretz hinted that the 
duties of previewing films and play 
scripts might better be handled by 
another office, and Education 
Ministry officials have already been 
discussing the possibility of assuming 
that responsibility. 

But Peretz’s aide said: "The 
minister is re-assessing his sugges- 
tion of having film and play cen- 
sorship moved elsewhere. He now 
fears that such a move could lead to 
abandonment of censorship 
altogether. What is more, there is a 
chance lhat film and play review- 
boards established outside this 
ministry may consist of people 


whose values are less stringent than 
those prevailing among members of 
our review boards." 

During the past year alone, the 
aide said. 90 unauthorized films 
were seized by "Sonia's Comman- 
dos." special ministry inspectors - 
backed up by policemen - who raid 
suspected cinemas. Sonia is the 
name of the ministry official who 
directs the enforcement workers. 

Most of the 90 films featured so- 
called "hard” pornography and 
some were disallowed because of an 
over-abundance of sadism and/or 
sexual perversion scenes. 

According to law. no film may be 
shown in a cinema unless it carries a 
stamp of approval from the minis- 
try’s film review unit. Cinema oper- 
ators have been known to forge the 
unit's rubber stamp or change the 
title of the questionable film to that 
of an approved film for which a 
stamped approval form is on hand in 
the theatre's office. 


Herzog criticizes towns which protest

MIGDAL HA'EMEK. - President 
Chaim Herzog yesterday criticized 
development towns and poor neigh- 
bourhoods. which "protest loudly 
about tbeir problems rather than 
work quietly to solve them.” 

He said on his visit here that towns 
which gave themselves a bad name 
could not hope to attract newcomers 
and investors. 

Herzog found a positive atmos- 
phere and an optimistic spirit in the 
town, which suffers from "marginal 
unemployment." according to 
Mayor Shaul Amur. Herzog was told 
that if the government unemploy- 
ment benefits were cut. young men 
who take the allowances would go 


out to work and that there are jobs 
waiting for them. 

He toured Nilit. a firm making 
nylon fibres set up by an Italian Jew 
whose son fell in the Yom Kippur 
War. Labour Minister Moshe Kat- 
zav will do a days work there next 
week as part of his effort to demons- 
trate the need for working hands. 
Herzog also toured PECB. an elec- 
tronics plant, and met youngsters at 
the local community centre ~ 

Amur asked Herzog for a "lift" in 
the small army plane that w-as to take 
him back to the capital. Herzog, who 
has a pilot's licence surprised him by 
getting into the co-pilot's seat and 
piloting the plane to Atarot outside 
Jerusalem. • •• • - 


Rome-Israel fares to be discussed

TEL AVIV. - Private sector unions 
will be authorized to negotiate com- 
pensation for wage erosion at the 
plant level, if the talks between the 
Histadrut and the employers remain 
deadlocked. 

The coordinating committee of 
the Histadrut's trade union depart- 
ment decided yesterday to oppose 
signing a new package deal until 
agreement is reached on payment of 
compensation. 

However, trade union sources 
said after the meeting that the deci- 
sion to transfer the issue to the plant 
level would make it possible to hold 
the package deal negotiations at the 
same time that compensation issue is 
being decided by individual works 
committees. 

Metalworkers and Electricians 


Union secretary Yitzhak Giladi said 
that plant-level negotiations will put 
pressure on the employers. If some 
employers decide to pay the com- 
pensation. others will be under 
pressure to do likewise, he said. 

The Histadrut is demanding com- 
pensation for wage erosion suffered 
since the private sector work agree- 
ment was signed in mid-19S3. The 
Histadrut has claimed erosion of 
some 8 per cent since then, but the 
manufacturers deny that wages 
eroded at all. 

Trade LInion Department chair- 
man Haim Haberfeld told the com- 
mittee that the Hisradrut has re- 
jected an employers' proposal that 
the payment of compensation be 
incorporated in a new package deal. 
The compensation must be paid be- 
fore the Histadrut agrees to a new 
deal. Haberfeld said. 


Self-employed want a role 
in drafting new package deal

TEL AVIV. - The Union of Self- 
Employed Professionals has decided 
that its members would not abide by 
a follow-up package deal unless their 
representatives were party to the 
agreements. 

The union held a general meeting 
last week and decided to inform 
Finance Minister Yitzhak Moda'i 
that it would not feel bounJ by a new 
agreement if the union is not fully 
represented on the National Econo- 
mic Council. The council, which 
groups senior members of the gov- 
ernment. the Histadrut and the 
manufacturers, will hold its first 


meeting on a new package deal 
tomorrow morning. 

Previous requests to Moda'i and 
Prime Minister Shimon Peres to in- 
clude representatives of the self- 
employed on the council have not 
produced results, according to union 
chairman Eldad Bukspan. 

The union stressed that its mem- 
bers had kept to the present package 
deal, despite their lack of repre- 
sentation and the hardships it en- 
tailed . 

' The union also decided to oppose 
the proposed changes in the tax laws, 
which, it said, would discriminate 
against the self-employed. 


JTem chosen for world tourism meet

The court remanded for an addi- 
tional TO days three members of a 
KiTV3t Bialik family. 

Shaul Hirshkovitz, 48. -minimar- 
ket” owner from Kiryat Bialik, bis 
wife Hava-Hannah. 48. and their son 
Tuvia. along with Kiryat MotzJdn 
resident Yerachmiel Itzkovitz. are 
suspected of having sent the Elite 
company a letter on December 23 
demanding a $20,000 “loan.” Other- 
wise. the note said, its candy pro- 
ducts would be poisoned and the fact 
would be publicized. A similar note 
was later received by the Tnuva 
dairies. Itzkovitz was ordered re- 
leased. 

Police asked for a news blackout 
to give them time to determine 
whether the plot extended beyond 


the four suspects and whether any 
poisoning attempt had been carried 
out. After establishing that the 
threats to Elite and Tnuva had not 
been implemented, police requested 

that the news ban be lifted.

U.S., Soviets gear up 


for Geneva arms talks 


PALM SPRINGS. California. - 
President Ronald Reagan, making 
final preparations for U.S.-Soviet 
arms talks in Geneva next week, is 
holding a series of strategy meetings 
with advisers to decide the position 
he will put to Moscow. 

Reagan, holidaying in this desert 
resort.' mixed business with plea- 
sure. playing golf and conferring 
with his National Security Adviser 
Robert McFarlane. 

McFarlane delivered six option 
papers on the January 7-S talks be- 
tween Secretary of State George 
Shultz and Soviet Foreign Minister 
Andrei Gromyko to Reagan at the 
weekend. 

The president was due to hold a 
roundtable discussion with Shultz. 
McFarlane and Defence Secretary 
Caspar Weinberger yesterday. 

White House spokesman Larry 
Speakes said no detailed outline of 
the U.S. position w’ould be 
announced prior to the Geneva 
meeting. 

U.S. "officials have said the Shultz- 
Gromyko talks would encompass 
both offensive and defensive 
weapons, but have denied that 
Reagan's S26 billion “Star Wars" 
anti-missile programme would be 
used as a bargaining chip. 

The U.S. also has rejected a 
Soviet-proposed moratorium on the 


development and deployment of 
anti-satellite weapons but might con- 
sider a temporary halt in testing. 

In a commentary notable for its 
absence of criticism of the West, the 
Communist Party daily Pravda said 
yesterday that the Soviet Union and 
its allies look with hope to next 
week's talks in Geneva. 

"The new year gives rise to new 
hopes.” the Pravda commentary 
said.” It is with such sentiments that 
peace-minded people in the world 
have received the news of new 
Soviet-American talks. The Soviet 
Union is willing to achieve mutually 
acceptable accords on all questions 
relating to nuclear and space arma- 
ments. We are ready to look for most 
radical solutions to all these prob- 
lems." 

Pope John Paul said yesterday the 
new round of arms talks between the 
U.S. and the Soviet Union offered a 
glimmer of hope, but that only a 
radical change in relations between 
nations would ensure lasting peace. 

In one of his most comprehensive 
statements on the arms race, the 
pontiff, speaking ro thousands of 
people in St. Peter's Square on the 
Roman Catholic Church's World 
Day of Peace, said the talks this 
month in Geneva offered “a glim- 
mer of hope” after more than a year 
of doubts. (Reuter, AP) 


Hero cf subway 
diootout inNY 


NEW YORK (Reuter). - An elec- 
trical engineer, described as quiet 
and friendly, has surrendered to 
police for a crime that thousands of 
New Yorkers considered a Christ- 
mas present - the shooting of four 
threatening youths on a city subway 


train. 


Bernard Hugo Goetz, 37, turned 
himself in to police Mond&y in Con- 
cord, New Hampshire, where he had 
fled with New York police hot on his 
trail, chief of detectives Richard 
Nicastro said here. 


On December 22. a white man 
fitting Goetz's description was con- 
fronted on an underground train by 
four black youths, according ro wit- 
nesses. and when they demanded 
money he pulled out a silver-plated 
pistol and shot all four. 


Three of the youths are expected 
to recover and one is believed to be 
paralyzed for life. Three of them 
were armed with screwdrivers, a way 
of contravening New York’s anti- 
knife laws. 

Police set up a special telephone 
number to get information on the 
gunman. But it was inundated with 
thousands of calls from New Yorkers 
who praised the shooting and said 
they were tired of being intimidated 
on the city's transit system.

PEKING (Reuter). - Chinese Pre- 
mier Zhao Ziyang yesterday 
announced the state would end its 
30-year-old monopoly on buying and 
selling major agricultural products 
this year, the official New China 
News Agency reported. 

“This is what we have hoped but 
dared not do for many years. Now 
we are able to do it as conditions are 
ripe,*' Zhao was quoted as saying. 

The move is the latest in a series of 
radical economic reforms intro- 
duced by Chinese leader Deng 
Xiaoping over the past five years 
that have set the country on a" new 
course away from the ultra-leftisi. 
policies of the late chairman Mao 
Tsetung.

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Zhao, addressing a New Year 
gathering of 300 Chinese public fi- 
gures. described it as the second 
major move in the reform of China's 
agriculture since the introduction of 


highly successful changes five years 
ago. 

Zhao said the state would now 
adopt a more flexible approach to- 
wards marketing, although the gov- 
ernment would maintain a centra] 
role. 

In the remarks quoted by NCNA, 
Zhao did not spell out what agri- 
cultural products were affected or 
exactly when the move would take 
effect. 

But he described them as major 
crops, according to the agency, and 
said that in general it would not 
cause price rises. However he said 
there should be price changes for a 
limited number of industrial pro- 
ducts in 1983. 

The government now susidizes 
almost all aspects of Chinese life 
including food. rent, transport and 
clothing. 

Subsidies account for more than a 
quarter of government spending and 


Zhao has previously warned that this 
must be reduced. 

He promises changes in pay for 
teachers and workers in state institu- 
tions this year, including those in- 
volved in science, technology, cul- 
ture, education and public health. 

Meanwhile. China's top leader 
Deng Xiaoping revealed in a speech 
published yesterday that he perso- 
nally supervised a crime crackdown 
launched 18 months ago in which 
thousands of people have been ex- 
ecuted. 

China has not disclosed the total 
number of people sentenced to 
death in the anti-crime blitz. Bur the 
London-based human rights group 
Amnesty International estimated at 
least 5.000 died in the first year. 

Some Hongkong based lawyers 
have said they believe as many as 
10,000 people had been executed 
since the clarapdown been in August 
1983. 


Plane hijacked 
to Cuba arrives 
safely in U.S. 


NEW YORK (Reuter). - An Amer- 
ican Airlines plane with 197 people 
aboard arrived in New York early 
yesterday after .being hijacked to 
Cuba by a man identified by U.S. 
television as a convicted murderer. 

A spokesman for the Federal 
Aviation Authority said the hijacker 
was being flown from the Virgin 
Islands to stand trial in New York 
when he seized control of the plane. 

He overpowered his three armed 
guards, grabbed a gun and forced the 
plane to land in Havana, where he 
surrended to Cuban authorities, the 
spokesman added. 

The U.S. Cable News Network 
identified him as Ismael Labeet who 
was convicted of involvement in the 
murder of eight people at a golf dub 
on the Virgin Island of St. Croix in 
1972. 

A U.S police source said the au- 
thorities suspected Labeet was the 
hijacker but that he had not been 
positively identified. 

The FAA spokesman said that the 
hijacker was in Cuban custody. 

If Cuba refuses to extradite him tb 
the U.S., it is likely be will be tried 
for air piracy in Cuba. 

There have been more than a 
dozen hijackings of U.S. airliners in 
the p3St 12 months and last year the 
Cuban authorities announced stric- 
ter penalties for hijackers, with 
possible jail sentences of up to 20 
years. 


Kampuchea premier 
dies of heart attack 


BANGKOK. - Vietnam said yester-' 
day that Chan Si, prime minister of. 
the Hanoi-backed government in 
Kampuchea, died of a heart attack 
Monday. 

Asian diplomats said in Moscow 
last Friday that Chan Si had died in 
the Soviet capital although they 
could not give a date. But the official 
Vietnam News Agency (VNA), 
monitored here, reported that he 
had died Monday. 

VNA said Chan Si, 50, fought 
against French rule in the 1930s and 
against the U.S. in 1970. It said he 
left the Khmer Rouge movement in 
1973, two years before it took over 
Kampuchea. 

He joined the Vietnamese-backed 
United Front for the Salvation of 
Kampuchea in 1978. a year before 
Vietnamese troops toppled the 
Khmer Rouge. 

Chan Si was defence minister in 
the government backed by the Viet- 
namese before becoming prime 
minister in 1982. 

Meanwhile, Vietnamese forces in- 
flicted a sharp setback to . Kam- 
puchean guerrillas in night combat 
inside Rithisen. while Hanoi’s 
troops dashed at least twice with 
Thai defenders in raids across the 
Thai frontier, Thai military officers 
and guerrilla soldiers said yesterday. 

Kampuchean guerrillas inter- 
viewed near the battlefield of 
Rithisen said Vietnamese gunners 
poured artillery and tank fire against 
their positions on New Year's Eve 
and early yesterday, killing about 20 
Kampucheans and wounding 40 
others. (Reuter, AP) 


Speed limits lowered 
on Swiss highways 


GENEVA (AP). - Drivers on Swiss 
roads face lower speed limits and 
new taxes on highway use as a traffic 
law package took effect on New 
Year’s Day. 


The speed limit outside cities has 
been lowered to 80 kilometres per 
houT from 100 kph . On the four-lane 
superhighways, the maximum was 
lowered from 130 kph to 120 kph. 

The city speed limit remains 50 
kph unless otherwise indicated. 

The new limits are part of a gov- 
ernment effort to reduce air pollu- 
tion by motor vehicles, which is 
partly responsible for widespread 
damage to Swiss forests. 


PEKING (Reuter). - The New Year 
holiday gave Peking public servants 
one last chance for a midday nap 
yesterday - the state has halved the 
-two-hour lunch break. 


From today, instead of a re- 
freshing midday snooze and work 
until six, the 60.000 officials mil 
have only an hour's break in the 
middle of the day. then leave their 
offices at five and have more time in 
the evening for housework and so- 
cial life. 


*‘I think it is a very good idea, 
although it will take some getting 
used to at first." a young Foreign 


Ministry official said. 

But older bureaucrats accustomed 
to an after-lunch nap for 30 years 
may have trouble adapting to a one- 
hour break. 

Peking has cut the catnap partly 
because the long lunch brought com- 
plaints from foreign businessmen 
hustling for contracts, the newspap- 
er China Daily said. 

Many Chinese companies have 
also been irritated by having to wait 
for documents or information while 
the country's administrators snored 
on desks, chairs, campbeds and 
floors between twelve and two. 


Man to pay ex-wife for keep as student 


SAN FRANCISCO (Reuter). - A 
woman who worked to help pay for 
her husband to attend medical 
school won a court battle Monday 
over her claim for compensation 
from him following the breakup of 
their marriage. 

The California Supreme Court 
ruled in favour of Janet Sullivan who 
has claimed she should be repaid for 
contributing towards the education 
of her former husband, Mark. 

The couple were divorced in 1978 


and a lower court threw out the claim 
by Sullivan. 

The Supreme Court Monday sent 
the case back to the lower court for 
proceedings to decide the amount of 
compensation. 

Partly as a result of the case, the 
California legislature passed a law. 
which took effect yesterday, which 
allows for a spouse to be reimbursed 
if he or she helps pay for an educa- 
tion that enhances the earning power 
of the other spouse. 


Mubarak frees Egypt’s Coptic pope 


CAIRO (Reuter). - President Hosni 
Mubarak yesterday ordered the re- 
lease of Pope Shenouda III, the 
spiritual leader of Egypt's estimated 
six million Copts, Egypt’s Middle 
East News Agency (MENA) re- 
ported. 

The agency said that Shenouda. 
stripped of his temporal powers and 
banished to a desert monastery 
northeast of Cairo, by the late presi- 
dent Anwar Sadat . in September 


1981, would resume his duties from 
yesterday. 

Shenouda, 62. was accused by 
Sadat of fomenting sectarian strife 
and meddling in politics. 

Shenouda, who claims a following 
of up to 22 million mainly in Egypt. 
Sudan, Ethiopia, Australia, Canada 
and the U.S.. is expected to cele- 
brate a Coptic Christmas mass at 
midnight on January 6 at St. Marie's 
Cathedral in central Cairo. 


Nigeria frees prisoners on coup anniversary 


LONDON (AP). - Nigeria’s milit- 
ary government has freed more than 
2,500 prisoners to mark the first 
anniversary of the December 31, 
1983 coup that brought it to power, 
the British . Broadcasting Corpora- 
tion reported yesterday. 

About 150 of the prisoners were 
political detainees, the BBC said. 

The newscast said that Nigerian 
head of state Maj.-Gen. Muharama- 


du Buhari said in a nationwide 
broadcast that the amnesty reflected 
the government’s resolve that no one 
should be detained longer than 
necessary. 

Buhari said efforts will be made to 
speed up investigations into the acti- 
vities of those still being held. 


Total figures of prisoners and de- 
tainees still held were not given. 


India impounds journalist’s passport 


NEW DELHI (AP). - The Indian 
government on Monday impounded 
the passport of an Associated Press 
newsman who faces preliminary 
charges of sedition and inciting com- 
munal discord In connection with his 
reporting on The army assault in 
Punjab last June. 

Brahma Chellaney, 27. surren- 
dered his passport at the regional 
passport office of the Ministry of 


Externa! Affairs on the order of the 
government. 

He is the first journalist since 
India's independence in 1947 to be 
charged with sedition, punishable by 
life imprisonment. He also is the first 
newsman to face charges under the 
new Terrorist Areas Act that sets up 
special closed courts and assumes 
that the accused is guilty and must 
prove his innocence. 


Japanese protesters rocket U.S. consulate 


TOKYO (AP). — Prime Minister 
Yasuhiro Nakasone left for Los 
Angeles on New Year's Day to meet 
with President Ronald Reagan as 
leftist radicals fired three ■•rockets'' 
at a U.S. consulate and others mar- 
ched in Tokyo streets to oppose 
U.S.-Japan military cooperation. 

The hand-made missiles were 
fired 3t the consulate in Kobe, west- 
ern Japan . but there were no reports 
of injuries or damage to the consu- 
late building. Members of a radical 
group declared that the attack was a 
protest against Nakasone’s sche- 


duled meeting with Reagan in Los 
Angeles today. 

More than 700 radicals rallied at 
three places in downtown Tokyo and 
marched on the streets, shouting 
“Smash Nakasone's visit and stop 
closer U.S.-Japan military ties.” 
Police arrested four radicals on 
charges of violating Tokyo public 
security regulations.

THE NATION’S FAMILY ALBUM 


ITS ALL in the cards. The cards are 
the millions of picture postcards pro- a - 
duced in this country over the past 50 1| 
years by Palphot. the nation's pre- z 
mier purveyor of such items. And 1 
what’s in them amounts to a sort of 12 
pop-culture documentary record of 
virtually every aspect of the nation's 
development in the last half-century. 
The postcards - if only a few 
' thousand of them - are on display 
until January 16 at the Herzliya 
Museum at Yad Lebanon, just a few 
blocks from the Palphot headquar- 
ters and family homestead. The ex- 
hibition was initiated by Herzliya 
Mayor Eli Landau as part of that 
city’s 60th anniversary celebrations, 
which happens to coincide with Pal- 
phot’s 50th birthday. 

Ranging from the very first Pal- 
• phot product - a 1934 black-and- 
white postcard portrait of national 
poet Chaim Nuhman Bialik - to the 
very' latest oversized, heart-shaped 
or round •’Greetings from Israel” in 
bright Mediterranean colours, the 
exhibition makes for a fairly dizzying 
experience. 

Synagogues and windsurfers, old 
landmarks and young yeshiva 
bochen. army commanders and tro- 
pical fish - the visitor strolls from 
room to room finding it difficult to 
believe that a country this size can 
contain such a variety of places and 
faces, so much flora and fauna, so 
much cultural heritage, so much to 
send to the folks on the back of a 
postcard. 

AND YET," says Tova Dorfeaun, 
who with her husband Yehuda 
ounded Palphot, “when we first 
amt to the country, I admit I had 
loubts about succeeding - because 
here was so little here to photo- 
graph. I mean, how can you start a 
picture postcard company when 
here’s nothing to take pictures of?” 
Tova Dorfzaun smiles at the mem- 
jry. but presses her point. “People 
oday think I’m exaggerating when I 
my there was almosr nothing here 50 
/ears ago, but just think about it. Tel 
Aviv was h3rdly a photographic sub- 
eci. Herzliya was just an outpost 
vitn a handful of stone cottages. In 
w tween was an 3wful lot of sand, 
frees? Birds? Flowers? Even people 
vere hard to find in those days!” 

But the Dorfzauns were deter- 
nined. Yehuda, today 75. had first 
ome to Palestine from his native 
: rankfurt in 1933, not coincidentally 
rilh the ascension to power of Hit- 
;r. to study prospects of starting a 
-uSiness. The land may not have 
ffered much to his amateur photo- 
raphe rs eye. But Yehuda saw 
nough promise to convince him that 
nation would rise here, and that its 
eople. like people everywhere, 
ould want postcards. 

“In Germany I bad a cousin in the 
jstcard business.” he recalls, “but I 
tually worked in my father's fumi- 
re business. It was my travels on 
•half of the company that showed 
2 the anti-Semitism that was ram- 
nt throughout the country, the 
w-hatred that was more easily seen 
rn in the towns and villages than in 
- xjsmopolitan centre like Frank- 
That convinced me to visit 
:estine. and my visit convinced me 
it postcards would be an innova- 
ecmerprise for the country." 

He returned to Germany, and 
h his cousin’s help assembled up- 
date photographic priming equip- 
‘•iVx m. Then he married Tova and 



promptly made aliya. 

The Dorfzauns later got their pa- 
rents to this country, but they were 
to lose 50 other family members in 
the Holocaust. 

THE YOUNG COUPLE settled 
first in the Mcmtefiore quarter of Tel 
Aviv, and three years later moved to 
the outpost of Herzliya. Today, they 
occupy the same house they moved 
into in the late 1930s, although it has 
been expanded and the Palphot 
plant, which is still owned entirely by 
the family, has grown up in its back- 
yard. 

Once established again, the Dorf- 
zauns selected an impressive name 
for their venture - the Palestine 
Photo Rotation Company, a refer- 
ence to their modern printing pro- 
cess - and they were all set to start 
processing photos in their less-than- 
modem kitchen. The only question 
that remained was what to depict on 
their picture postcards. 

The “exotic Middle East” - Be- 
duin and camels - was an obvious 
choice, as was the Old City of Jeru- 
salem. and Jewish and Christian 
shrines around the country. Pal- 
pbot’s cameramen also roamed as 
far as Beirut. Damascus and Cairo iu 
search of subjects. Even then the 
Dorfzauns had their eye on the tour- 
ist and pilgrim trade, since many 
haluizim in those days had to think 
twice about spending precious/irwor 
on cards.

But if the early pioneers weren't 
very promising as customers, they 
were marvellous as models. All 
those famous postcards showing 
muscular men building Jewish cities 
in the desert and robust maidens 
merrily harvesting fruit in the kib- 
butz orchards certainly did their pan 
'in promoting to world Jewry, if in a 
rather romantic way. the idea of 
Jewish independence. 

“I GUESS we made a go of it,” says 
Tova Dorfzaun, "because we made a 
good team. My husband did the 
designing and the priming. Together 
we did the packing. And then 1 went 
off to do the selling. 

“I’d take two big suitcases, like a 
regular travelling salesman, and 
board the train for Haifa or 
wherever. Then I’d go to the photo 
shops and other stores and try to sell 
the postcards. 

"Today,” she says, “postcards are 
sold everywhere, but back then they 
were still a novel item. Nobody had 
racks for displaying postcards. 
Kiosks and newsstands couldn't be 
bothered with them. Here and there 
a shopowner would keep a shoebox 
of cards that people could look 
through. That was the state of the 
'industry.’*’ 

The Dorfzauns eventually 
changed all that. They persuaded 
merchants to display their cards, and 
were soon opening up markets for 
related items like Rosh Hashana 
greetings, commemorative post- 
cards and printed souvenirs. 

Among their early successes were 
hand-coloured cards showing 
“Israelian landscapes" (they intro- 
duced colour printing in 1951) and 
packets of ready-made snapshots, a 
boon to the tourist whose photos 
never seemed to turn out right. 

According to Micha Dorfzaun, 40. 
innovative marketing ever since is 
what has made Palphot the unchal- 
lenged leader in its field, Micha is 
one of the three Dorfeaun sons in the 
business (a fourth son. Yair. was a 
promising photographer in the 1970s 
when he was killed on duty with the 
Israel Defence Forces). 

Says Micha: "From the very be- 
ginning, this company looked for 
two things: new ways to put its 
products before the public - and new 
items to offer them.” 

THE EXHIBITION at the Herzliya 
Museum concentrates on the Pal- 
phot mainstay - the postcard - but 
more than a him of the company's 
other products are also on display. 


These include posters, books, slide 
sets, video and audio tapes, hotel 
brochures, maps, calendars, card 
games, transfers, stationery, book- 
marks. plaques, plates, ashtrays - 
just about anything on which a col- 
ourful picture of the Land of Israel 
can be reproduced. 

And while Palphot imports Dis- 
ney and Sesame Street novelties for 
sale in Israel, it handily redresses the 
balance of trade by manufacturing 
under contract picture postcards 
showing Niagara Falls. Buckingham 
Palace, the Colorado Rockies. 
Dutch tulip fields, and other tourist 
attractions from Limassol to Alaska. 

“We also export our marketing 
expertise.” says Micha. "Firms 
abroad have come to believe that 
Palphot has a special sense about 
what kind of items will sell, and how 
to sell them. " 

Thar may be w hy Palphot does not 
freely divulge secrets. Micha de- 
clines to state in dollar terms how 
much business the company turns 
over annually, what percentage of 
the local market it controls l esti- 
mates range as high as 95 per cent), 
or even how manv workers the firm 


employs. He is also reluctant to show 
visitors the printing side of the busi- 
ness. or to discuss in detail the 
plant’s new computerized proces- 
sing. 

About the only statistics we could 
pry out of him are that "Palphot 
today has a current stock of lU.OtVt 
items, with about 5.000 different 
picture postcards on sale throughout 
the country on any given day." The 
inventory. Micha adds, is carefully 
monitored by computer. 

Micha Dorfzaun says he could not 
reveal, even if he wanted to. how 
many postcards he and his brothers 
Hanan and Eli culled through during 
the 10 months it took to assemble the 
exhibition, "But 1 can assure you."

"For a long nme afterwards.”

In 
any case, war certainly isn’t good for 
our business. A war means a drop in 
tourism, and you can clearly mea- 
sure that by sales of picture post- 
cards.” 

PEACE, though, can also be bad for 
business. The return of Sinai tv' rhe 
Egyptians, for example, meant the 
loss of u lot of scenic subjects for the 
Dorfzaun firm. 

But Micha s father recalls the out- 
break of World War II as having had 
the most devastating affect on the 
Palestine Photo Rotation Company . 
"It seems.” says Yehuda Dorfeaun. 
"that picture postcards had been 
used in World War I as a device For 
smuggling microfilm or other secret 
materials, disguised or hidden within 
the carding. As soon as World War 
N started.'the British Mandate au- 
thorities immediately forbade send- 
ing postcards through the mail. I 
thought we were finished.” 

"For a while there we were keep- 
ing goats and selling the cheese," 
says Tova Dorfzaun. taking up the 
story. ”1 even worked in the 
orchards next to Herzliya. Then wc 
finally negotiated with the author- 
ities for the production of these 
snapshot sets of the Holy Land for 
the British and Australian soldiers to 
send home." 

She indicates the examples on dis- 
play in the museum. ’They were a 
great success - and 1 guess they saved 
the company at that time." 

ITEMS LIKE th.- soldier's snaps are 
eagerly sought today by postcard 
collectors, who are as devoted to 
their subject as stamp collectors. 
Micha Dorfeaun says regretfully that 
Palphot cannot handle requests from 
collectors of rare cards. But he does 
hope that the Palphot exhibition will 
be shown elsewhere in the country, 
and negotiations to that end are 
currently underway. 

The Herzliya Museum has de- 
clared the show an unqualified hit. 
with visitors coming from all over; a 
recent Shabhat. officials say. was the 
busiest day in the museum’s history. 

AH of w hich proves highly gratity- 
ing to the firm's founders: "Wc have 
a wonderful country and a wonderful 
history and a wonderful people.” 
says Yehuda Dorfzaun. "I'm really 
delighted that so many Israelis have 
come to enjoy the pictures.” 

Adds Tova: "I laugh now' when 1 
think that 50 years ago I was afraid 
we wouldn't find what to show on a 
picture postcard.

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The story that can’t be told enough 


THE HOLOCAUST story of 
Ferenc Gondor could easily have 
been that of a thousand - or ten 
thousand - Jews of his age who 
survived the Nazi era. 

Then why did this Swedish radio 
journalist write u book about it? 

He found that not only were many 
Swedish non-Jews ignorant about 
the facts, but they were also very- 
interested in hearing them. And 
since there are thousands of Jewish 
Holocaust survivors living in 
Sweden, and many feared telling 
their children, they have bought the 
book. "They told me that they 
bought copies for their children, told 
them to change the name and a few 
details and to accept it as their life 
story." says Gondor. 

The Hungarian-born Swede, who 
has a son "in the Israel Defence 
Forces and a daughter studying to be 
a teacher in Jerusalem, never spoke 
about his tragic experiences until the 
two were barelv teenagers. 


WHAT DOES the Book of Job have 
to do with games, tropical diseases 
or demography? Well, nothing real- 
ly. except that at least one person is 
an expert in ail three. 

He is David Wolfers. a 57-vear- 
old retired physician who is present- 
ly giving a course on the Book of Job 
at "the Hebrew University Forum of 
the United Synagogue, the Con- 
servative movement's headquarters 
in Jerusalem's Rehov Agron. 

Bom in Britain and raised in Au- 
stralia. Wolfers returned to England 
to study tropical medicine and de- 
mography. His experiences also en- 
compassed further studies at Col- 
umbia in New York and work in 
Singapore. And on the way. he also 
became a champion bridge player. 

He came to Israel over eight years 
ago to set up a family planning 
programme, but lasted in the Health 
Ministry for five weeks before giving 
it up as hopeless. Then he settled 
down and went back to a subject that

Patience 
of a Job

has fascinated him for much of his 
life - the Book of Job. 

Wolfers first read the problematic 
biblical account of the just man who 
suffers untold hardships when he 
was 12 and a teacher told him that 
Job was the first novel. At the rime, 
he adds, he didn't understand it at 
all. 

Understanding only came to him 
many years later, Wolfers says - 
after he abandoned the Revised 
Standard translation which he had 
used as a child and made his own 


pensive Gondor. his face furrowed 
but his eyes dear, and the tattooed 
number - A-6171 - prominently on 
his arm. 

GONDOR is asked to speak reg- 
ularly in the schools about his life 
experiences; he has appeared in clas- 
ses in some 30 schools so far. Talking 
about bis sorrows makes them a bit 
more bearable. According to Jan 
Nystrom of Swedish Radio, the au- 
thor is remarkable for his lack of 
bitterness or aggressiveness. “He 
tells a tale, and he's a fine storyteller. 
His story of his childhood in a 
Hungarian village is almost naive, 
with" the intimate personal rela- 
tionships we recognize from Bashe- 
vis Singer's stories, and a kind of 
poetry that we see in the paintings of 
Chagall." 


Scandinavia's largest daily. Ex- 
presses wrote; "It’s the little boy 
Ferike and not Ferenc Gondor. 58. 
telling this simple story'. We share his 
sense of security when he goes to the 
town square with his nurse or studies 
Latin verbs in his father's bed: we 
share his surprise and fear when the 
boys at school beat him up because 
he's a Jew. And step by step he 
guides us through the hell the 16- 
yea r-old boy is driven into by police- 
men with cudgels and guns. It's an 
infinitely exciting book, impossible 
to put down until you reach the 
end." 

Gondor. who plans to come on 
aliya with his wife when he goes on 
pension, feels very much at home 
here, even though Sweden has been 
his home since 1949. The reason is 
that "the Swedes are very helpful 
and kind." "He was upset, however, 
when his colleagues at Swedish 
Radio berated him during the 
Lebanese War. "Do you bomb any 
more poor Arabs?" they used to ask

translation from the Hebrew. 

Crucial to his interpretation is an 
understanding of the word behemoth 


as the people of Judah, a usage 
which he says can be found else- 
where. in Isaiah and in Psalm 73. It is 
a word, he says, which connotes 
weakness and helplessness. 

In conduction with this, the word 
leviathan, usually translated as a sea 
monster, in fact means the spirit of 
chaos and is symbolic of the con- 
querers of Judea. 

Thus, he explains, rather than 
referring to the suffering of one 
person, the entire work is an allegory 
on the tribulations of a people. 

“The wicked" are not just a bunch 
of nasty individuals, but the enemies 
of Judah. Assyria and Babylonia, 
and everything described can be 
seen in terms of national tragedy. It 
is a view which is in sharp contrast 
with that of the biblical scholars.

every' morning. Anti-Semitism, he 
says’ takes the form of anti-Zionism. 

Gondor is not at all shy about 
telling of his life, even when he was 
at his most fragile and helpless in 
Mauthausen and Auschwitz. He re- 
calls that he never parted from a 
small prayer book in the concentra- 
tion camps, once having to buy it 
back with three days' worth of soup 
when someone in the camp confis- 
cated it from him. “I always prayed 
to God. asking him to let me pray to 
him the next day." The book ends 
with Ferenc reciting a prayer of 
thanksgiving upon reaching Sweden. 

The volume joins the many 
shelves of personal memoirs of the 
Holocaust that have been published 
in recent years. The fact that this 
ordinarily remarkable story is not 
unusual because it befell many Jews 
does not weaken the need for it to be 
published. Swedish children and 
adults will now know more about the 
Holocaust than they could learn 
from a TV movie about it. . [ 


say." says Wolfers, an intense- 
looking individual with fierce, over- 
hanging eyebrows, “that they are 
pestered by many cranks and I am 
just one more. I would say that they 
are not really interested in the book 
itself, but rather in their reputa- 
tions." 

Aside from one professor in Au- 
stralia. no other Job expert in the 
world has even responded to his 
suggestions.

Meanwhile, he has spent much of 
the last eight years - an estimated 
16.000 to 20,000 hours -studying the 
book: “It is not just a sudden idea," 
be notes wryly. 

Has he thought of publishing his 
theory? Wolfers points to a manu- 
script lying on the floor of his study. 

How is all this connected with the 
games centre that he has been run- 
ning for chess and bridge players? 

Well, he notes, his grandfather 
was tbe religious leader of a con- 
gregation: his father, captain of the 
British bridge team. He gets some- 
thing from both.

Survivors’ strength 


TRAITS shown by survivors of the 
Holocaust are similar to those dis- 
played by Americans who were pris- 
oners of war. according to a study 
begun last year. Holocaust survivors 
can show strength in adversity, can 
make the most ou( of difficult situa- 
tions and tend to cling to hope, 
despite unfairness or malice, say the 
researchers. 

“Many Americans who are former 
prisoners of war. especially in 
Japanese camps during World War 
II and. of course, those in the 
Chinese camps during the Korean 
War and North Vietnamese camps, 
have shown us similar response 
traits," said Boaz Kahana. chairman 
of the psychology department of 
Cleveland State University. 

Kahana. his wife , Eva, a professor 
of sociology at Case Western Re- 


serve University- and Zev Harel. 
Cleveland State professor of social 
service, are the principal investiga- 
tors in a three-year research project 
to studv a cross-section of Holocaust 
survivors. The study is being fi- 
nanced by more than S300.000 from 
the National Institutes of Mental 
Health. 

“Some survivors would rather try 
to forget about what happened, 
says Kahana. “But this experience 
for many of them - fighting fOF life 
and not' being ready to give up — 
provided them with mechanisms 
which enable them to adjust to what- 
ever they encountered in the post- 
war years." 

Kahana says that 275 Holocaust 
survivors who settled in the U.S. 
have been interviewed so far,

Ancient maps calendar 
wins design contest

A calendar showing rare ancient 
maps and prims of Jerusalem and the 
Bible taken from the 15th to 19th 
centuries has received first prize in 
the annual national competition of 
calendar design. 

The contest, organized by the 
Israel Productivity Institute with 
help from the Print Foundation and 
the Association of Graphic Artists, 
included dozens of original designs. 
The winners will represent Israel at 
the annual international competition 
to be held this year in Europe. 

First prize was won by Terra Sanc- 
la Art of- Tel Aviv, whose ancient 
•maps calendar is printed in seven 
colours, including metallic gold. De- 
signed by Frederick GozJan. the 
calendar's text and numbers were 
handwritten. (The calendar was in- 
cluded some time ago in The Jeru- 
salem Post's Library series and is 
available to readers.) 

Tumowsky. the veteran calendar 


design firm, received second prize 
for a series of five calendars meant 
for export. Included are the Codex 
Hebraicus. with coloured illustra- 
tions of Pessah: another with 
archeological artifacts and one 
showing flowers and trees of the 
Orient. 

Carmel-Agrexco. the produce ex- 
porter. received third prize for its 
calendar of Israeli fruits and veget- 
ables. using children's tales and Bi- 
ble stories. It was designed by Asher 
Calderon and printed in seven col- 
ours on a black background. 

Of the 52 contestant, three more 
received honourable mention: a 
commercial calendar of Manpower, 
the temporary worker agency, 
printed on PVC: a calendar of sus- 
pended figures for the Pazcar com- 
pany. and El Al's Seven Species 
calendar.

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Ports Authority okays $71. 7m. budget

TEL AVTV. - The Ports Authority 
executive has approved the $71.7- 
million 19S5/86 budget. The budget 
must now be approved bv the gov- 
ernment. 

The bulk of the budget is to in- 
crease the cargo capacity at Haifa, 
Ashdod and Eilat Ports.

Shippers promise to keep 
freight charges frozen 


Jerusalem Post Reporter 
HAIFA. - The shipping companies 
have agreed to postpone until Febru- 
ary I a planned increase in their 
freight charges in compliance with 
the package deal price freeze. 

The postponement will save im- 
porters and exporters about $7 mil- 
lion. the director of the Shippers 
Council. Arye Mehoulal said yester- 
day. 

On the lines between Israel, 
northwest Europe and Britain, the 
freight rates will be raised by 1 7 per 
cent on exports and imports begin- 


ning February ]. 

The increase on all lines to the 
U.S. will be lu per cent, while on 
those berueen Israel and Mediterra- 
nean pons, the increase will range 
from between 8 and 10 per cent. 

Zim will raise its charges on lines 
out of Eilat by 2.5 per cent for export 
cargoes, from February 15. and by 5 
per cent on imports. Another iden- 
tical increase will be levied by these 
lines in July. 

The freight increases will cost 
Israel's foreign trade another esti- 
mated S7m. monthlv.

marker specifically, and considering 
that the authorities - among them 
the Securities Authority - formed 
the view that the regulation was not. 
in Itself, a legal transgression, the 
other statutory authorities, who 
have no regulatory function over the 
capital market, saw no reason for an 
independent legal inquiry. 

*‘E) Until the time of the crisis, the 
Bank of Israel had not received any 
complaint that investment counsel- 
lors had misled customers or had 
even advised them to buy bank 
shares against the customer's in- 
terests. Therefore, there could be no 
ignoring of, or indifference to, com- 
plaints as the report asserts. The 
question whether influencing a cus- 
tomer to buy shares involving con- 
flict of interests in this or that specific 
case represents a transgression of 
Para. 54 A ( 1 > of the securities law or 
of Para. 3 of the Banking (Customer 
Service) Law, is a weighty question 
and has been given over to examina- 
tion by the attorney-general. 

“It therefore seems to us that most 
of the conclusions reached by the 
comptroller in Chapter 5 are not 
supported by the facts as they were, 
and the legal conclusion arising from 
them is incorrect. 

“Finally. I would not be fulfilling 
my duty if I did not remark that if the 
report is published as it stands, the 
conclusion stemming from Chapter 5 
is that the banks were guilty of fraud 
and that the counsellors in the banks 
(all of them) misled the public. 


UNSWERVING 


These are very serious violations, 
especially when talking about bank- 
ing corporations, and it would be 
right, if not a function of the rules of 
natural justice, that these things 
should nor be published without giv- 
ing the banks a chance to express 
their viewpoint. 

It should be recalled that not only 
were the banks and their staff not 
accused of transgressions such as 
those attributed to them but even 
preliminary steps to put them on trial 
have not been taken, despite the fact 
that, at least since the crash, all the 
facts have been known to the state 
prosecutor and discussions have 
even been held whether there are 
grounds for such steps (at which it 
was decided, to the best of my know- 
ledge. not to instigate any legal pro- 
ceedings). 

“I would also add that in Chapter 
5 there are fundamental legal find- 
ings by the comptroller of which one 
can say, at the least, that they are not 
accepted by most of the legal author- 
ities on the subject (and are mis- 
taken in my opinion) and which 
contradict past judgements. It is du- 
bious whether a comptroller's report 
is the place for new legal findings, 
particularly in criminal matters. 

“Signed. M. Herzberg.” 

These conclusions, and the legal 
reasoning that forms their basis, 
made almost no impact whatsoever 
on the comptroller's final report. 


Suffice to say that the most striking 
single feature of the comptroller's 
report was the phrase, endlessly re- 
peated. “the manipulative regula- 
tion." This brutal drumming home 
of the most important issue at stake 
in the report, is itself the conclusion 
of the discussion in Chapter 2 of the 
final version, and represents a total 
dismissal of the argument raised by 
the Bank of Israel's document. 

However, this is not the most 
interesting thing about the docu- 
ment quoted above. Underlying the 
bank's argument - and this legal 
opinion is only one part of the multi- 
faceted dialogue between the bank 
and the comptroller before the re- 
port was published - is a clear-cut 
train of reasoning, which is only 
partly exposed in the text quoted, 
but which can be seen by posing the 
following question - why should the 
Bank of Israel seek to defend the 
commercial banks and their prac- 
tices as part of its response to critic- 
ism of itself by the comptroller? 
That, after all. is what the arguments 
put forward, and quoted above, 
amount to. 

The answer is simple: if the com- 
ptroller could be persuaded that the 
banks were not violating any Jaws, 
and that their share regulation was 
not fraudulent and not really man- 
ipulative and. most important of all, 
that it was given legitimacy by the 
Treasury and others- then the banks 


were really clean as far as rhe areas 
that the Bank of Israel was supposed 
to cover were concerned. If the 
banks were clean, then (he Bank of 
Israel was clean. And that was the 
object of the exercise. 

Of course, the Bank of Israel is 
saying, there were problems. But 
they w ere the result of Treasury and 
Securities Authority actions and in- 
actions - not of the Bank of Israel 
itself. The state comptroller did not 
buv this line of reasoning, as the final 
report makes absolutely clear, at 
great length and depth. 

When considering the role of the 
Bank of Israel, it is worth bearing in 
mind the very- first thing the state 
comptroller's report has to say long 
before it gets down to analyzing its 
failures in detail. On page 2 of the 
introduction, the comptroller notes 
that his brief took in three govern- 
ment bodies, the Treasury, the Bank 
of Israel and the Securities Author- 
ity. 

Conversation were held with staff 
of all three, questionnaires were sent 
to the first two and the first and third 
gave him free access to documents. 
However, the Bank of Israel did not 
allow the State Comptroller’s Office 
to study documents and files, in the 
accepted way. The bank of Israel’s 
answers to the comptroller’s ques- 
tions were sometimes incomplete, 
and most of the documents that were 
given to the State Comptroller's 
Office were selected by jhe bank 
itself in line with its own considera- 
tions.” 


Haifa science company sells 61% more in year

A company spokesman said 
yesterday that 98 per cent of its 
products, automatic and semi- 
automatic computerized machines 
for the manufacture of electronic 
components, are exported.

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New hope for Nakoura? 


ISRAEL'S original hope of squeezing concessions from the 
Syrians in Lebanon by keeping the IDF 25 kilometres from 
Damascus has now been abandoned. But the exercise in 
brinkmanship last month over the IDFs withdrawal from 
Lebanon seems to have paid off. 

Before the Nakoura talks were suspended for a Christmas 
recess on December 20. Jerusalem signalled to Beirut that the 
next meeting, scheduled to be held on January 7. would be 
crucial for the future of the military dialogue between the two 
sides. If the Lebanese persisted in their refusal to allow Unifil to 
spread through the entire area to be vacated by the IDF, Israel 
would break off the talks, and take such unilateral measures for 
its own security as it saw fit. 

The implied warning that Israel would redeploy its forces 
closer to the international border, and leave the rest of the area 
to stew in inrercommunal violence, appears to have occasioned 
second thoughts in both Beirui and Damascus. The Lebanese 
may not care a whit about the peace of Galilee but they would 
like to exercise at least a semblance of authority over their land, 
while the Syrians, who wish Lebanon to stay under their thumb, 
want it free of internal turbulence. 

There is already some evidence that the Israeli warning has 
had its impact. During the past week there has been diplomatic 
movement between Beirut and Damascus, with the Americans 
and the UN playing their part. The final results will only be 
known in Nakoura next week, but Premier Shimon Peres has 
already been buoyed by the "enhanced" chances of the 
negotiations. 

This may mean the Lebanese, who until now have insisted on 
restricting Unitll's presence to the border ureu with Israel, will 
agree to position (he force north of the Litani as well: in Isrucl's 
view, this is essential to barring the infiltration of terrorists 
from the north. 

At least, the Lebanese arc now expected to modify their 
stand sufficiently to allow for some diplomatic give-and-take to 
develop. This need not in itself produce an agreement on the 
IDF s pullout. The issue of the South Lebanon Army, which is 
anathema to Beirut fund, of course. Damascus), might sink the 
talks even if the Unifil stumbling block were removed. But in 
the meantime Jerusalem could put off its Nakoura deadline 
until the end of the month. 

The delay would also give the national unity government 
time to compose differences between the Alignment and the 
Likud over the approach to the Lebanese question. 

Likud ministers have been vocally protesting Mr. Peres's 
open predictions lately that the IDF will, within the next few 
months, be out of Lebanon. The formal ground for their 
complaint is that the cabinet has so far held no discussion, and 
taken no decision, on the question. But this has not deterred 
them from putting forward their own solutions. 

Thus it has been suggested that, if the Lebanese fail to come 
through, the IDF should stay put on the Awali line - or even to 
move northward. 

Such verbal muscle-flexing must be designed to foster the 
illusion that, even if the original Likud aim of inaugurating 


permanent peace with a sovereign Maronito-Ied Lebanon has 
been junked. Israel could still guarantee the security of Galilee 
by occupying a large part of Lebanon for years to come. In fuct. 
such prolonged occupation could turn all Lebanon against 
Israel - and convert the present guerilla warfare by Shl’a 
extremists in the south into a genuine war of nationul liberation 
that might spill across the border. 

To be sure, the alternative of a withdrawal - even u phused 
withdrawal - to the international borders carries its own risks. 
Some terrorist Katyushas might fall in the north again, as O/C 
Northern Command. Aluf Ori Orr. has said. The IDFs terrible 
swift sword ought to make sure thut their number is very small 
indeed - and that the punishment meted out to the perpetra- 
tors. and their sponsors, is maximal.

THE AMERICAN request to install 
a Voice of America transmitter in 
Israel raises several delicate and 
complex questions, which constitute 
a legitimate cause for public debate 
in Israel, one free as much as possi- 
ble from slogans and rhetoric. 

On the one hand, what is more 
justifiable than an Israeli assent to 
such a request? The United States is 
Israel's closest friend, ally and be- 
nefactor; the Soviet Union, on the 
other hand, does not maintain di- 
plomatic relations with Israel, al- 
ways appears on the international 
arena as a supporter of the more 
intransigent Arab positions, aids and 
abets some of the more extreme 
Palestinian terrorist organizations, 
and suppresses the basic human 
rights of its Jewish community. 

Yet. as in many other issues of 
international politics, the picture is 
more complex. The Voice of Amer- 
ica is not just an American radio 
station ; it is conceived by the Reagan 
Administration and by the present 
director of the U.S. Information 
Agency, under whose aegis it oper- 
ates, as a spenr-hend of the global 
American crusade against Commun- 
ism. 

It has un explicit propaganda mes- 
sage, and while Its anti-Cbmmunism 
is not ns strident ns that of Radio 


a joint interest in containing and 
curtailing Soviet influence in the 
region, the Israeli agenda is neces- 
sarily somewhat different from the 
global concerns of the U.S. 


Free Europe, it does not shv away 
from encouraging explicit efforts at 


from encouraging explicit efforts at 
de-stabilization in Eastern Europe. 
As such, it is a true exponent of the 
rhetoric of the present American 
administration. 

It is here that the Israeli perspec- 
tives may diverge from the global 
considerations of current U.S. poli- 
cies. While the U.S. and Israel have 


ISRAEL already has a wide range of 
points of friction and conflict with 
the USSR: yet Israel is not a world 
power, and its relative diplomatic 
isolation should dictate to it a policy 
of trying to localize points of con- 
flicts with a world power like the 
Soviet Union, and not widen them. 

As reported in the press. Foreign 
Minister Yitzhak Shamir assured 
5o%iet Foreign Minister Andrei 
Gromyko in their recent meeting in 
New York that Israel is interested in 
normalizing relations with the Soviet 
Union; and that Israel’s policy, while 
strongly disagreeing with the USSR 
on a number of crucial issues, is not 
looking for confrontation. 

Israeli officials have in the past 
always emphasized that the struggle 
for Soviet Jewry has a limited agenda 
and is not an anti-Soviet campaign as 
such: Israel has always made a clear 
distinction between its advocacy of 
what it feels are the legitimate rights 
of Soviet Jews and any attempt to 
subvert the Soviet regime. For rhls 
reason Israel has in the past refused 
to cooperate with n number of emig- 
re organizations that aim at toppling 
the Soviet regime. 

Most Israelis detest the repressive 
aspects of the Soviet system: but 
they do not see it as Israel’s mission 
to ‘’liberate" the Russian people or 
to “free" Eastern Europe from the 
Soviet yoke: the Reagan Adminis- 
tration - at least on the rhetorical- 
level. and it is this level which finds 


expression in the VOA - has on 
numerous occasions created the im- 
pression of trying to achieve the 
destabilization of what President 
Reiagan has called an "evil empire." 
Israel, with its limited size and re- 
sources. its vulnerability and its own 
national order of priorities, cannot

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THE ISRAELI agenda is much 
more limited: Israel would like to see 
some sort of normalization on the 
diplomatic front with the Soviet 
Union and its allies: a mare liberal 
Soviet policy towards its Jewish com- 
munity; and a more balanced, and 
realistic. Soviet policy in the Middle 
East. The present prolonged crisis of 
leadership in the Soviet Union also 
means that things are in great flux in 
the Kremlin, and with the slow em- 
ergence of a new leadership, there 
may be some shifts in Soviet policy, 
as a new leadership may be less 
committed to the policies - and mis- 
takes - of its predecessors. In such a 
period it would be counterproduc- 
tive from Israel's point of view to 
broaden the range of possible fric- 
tion with Russia. 

Two paradoxes accompany these 
considerations. First, it Is the case 
that the USSR is sometimes more 
sensitive to hostile propaganda than 
to military alliances among its adver- 
saries, The Soviet Union respects 
power, and Israel’s alliance with the 
U.S. is one of the reasons why the 
Soviet Union respects the realities of 
power expressed by. Israel and why, 
on occasion, it has tried to restrain its 
own allies (especially in the case of 
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Syria during and immediately after 
the Lebanon War). But the ideolo- 
gical language in which the Soviet 
Union envelops its power, and the 
extreme brittleness of this link with 
its Eastern European allies, makes 
the Soviet Union very sensitive to 
what It considers destabilizing prop- 
aganda. There is no compelling 
reason for Israel to enter this prop-

SUPPORTERS of electoral reform

They will not even agree to raise 
the minimal qualifying vote for rep- 
resentation in the Knesset from l per 
cent to 3 or 4 per cent, an adjustment 
which would get rid of the diminu- 
tive factions that obstruct the politic- 
al process. They will not do it for the 
same reason that they will not deny 
to those same diminutive factions 
cabinet portfolios, even though the 
result is an inflated government of 25 
ministers and heaven knows how 
many deputy ministers - at a time 
when official policy requires the dis- 
missal of surplus staff in all institu- 
tions. 

The government (that is. the big 
parties) will not withdraw its favours 
from the small parties, the reason 
being that the small parties have it in 
their power to take revenge. They 
may at any time decide to coalesce 
with one of the big parties - never 
mind which - against the other, thus 
putting paid to the national unity 
administration and sending the ex- 
coriated big party into the political 
wilderness. 

Economics Minister Gad Ya’aco- 
bi told a discussion evening at Tel 
Aviv University last week that rais- 
ing the minimal qualifying vote to 3 
or 4 per cent, desirable though that 
is, will not solve the problem entire- 
ly. The solution is to let the public 
vote for an individual candidate (the 
constituency system) instead of for a 
party (the proportional representa- 
tion or PR system).

liument to a two-' or three-party 
parliament, depending on what vot- 
ing method was adopted. 


THE FAULT of proportional repre- 
sentation is that it fosters the multi- 
plication of parties, and the multi- 
plication of pressure groups within 
the parties. 

One result is that the government 
grossly overspends. The general In- 
terest requires that the authorities 
desist from printing money. The in- 
terest of each pressure-group is on 


the contrary to milk the Treasury of 
subsidies for its own selfish pur- 


subsidies for its own selfish pur- 
poses. 

The clash of pressure-groups with- 
in the parties is not visible to the 
general public. The clash between 
the bigger pressure-groups, to wit. 
the political parties themselves, is 
visible in the Knesset, causing wide- 
spread demoralization. Ordinary 
people arc patriotic, eager to serve 
the cause, ready to make sacrifices. 
The political establishment frus- 
trates all that. 

The government cannot govern as 
it would wish, or as the country 
needs. It is obliged again and again 
to sacrifice principle. It submits to 
the exigencies of coalition politics 
because it has no choice. It does not 
what it should do. but what it can do 
within the baffling limitations of the 
system. It ends up by making cynics 
of us all. 

Big parties come closer to repre- 
senting the general interest than 
small parries, because they carry 
responsibility. Power without re- 
sponsibility corrupts. A party that 
has to run the country for a period of 
years does at least try to tackle the 
nation's problems. A small faction 
that is not and never will be in charge 
of policy uses power for its own 
purposes. Solving the country's 
problems is not its business. It tends 
accordingly to be a pressure-group. 


THE RECENT crisis with Sbas, 
which came close to wrecking the 
national unity government, is a case 
in point. It embodied all the terrible 
faults and deficiencies of the political 
system we are stuck with. 

What is Shas? We have two per- 
fectly good religious parties already, 
one orthodox ana Zionist (the 
NRP). the other orthodox and non- 
Zionist (Agudat Yisrnel). Which 
spiritual ideals does the new party 
foster that the others neglect? The 
public is not aware of any. The only 
distinguishing mark generally dis- 
cernible is that most of Shas’s sup- 
porters are Sephardim. 

But there also already exists a 
party, if one is needed, to look out 
for the interests of Sephardi Jews: 
Tami. Besides, how can a faction 
that purports to speak for biblical 
Judaism, which is supposed to unite 
the Jewish people, adopt ethnic 
criteria which divide it? 

Another Interpretation of Shas’s 
position is that it is in reality a party 
of disgruntled job-seekers who covet 
the top posts held by the present 
leaders of NRP and Aguda, who do 
not budge from office until they 
reach an advanced age. 

That theory is closer to the mark. 
Shas may be a bit more right-wing 
than NRP, but the difference is in- 
cidental. The only substantial result 
of its incursion onto the political 
scene is that Yitzhak Peretz and Ms 
followers have now replaced Zevu- 
lun Hammer and his followers in the 
seats of power. 

The bitter contest between Shas 
and NRP - involving Likud and 
Labour and Uncle Tom Cobley and 
all - over whether certain marginal 
functions should be transferred from 
die Interior Ministry to the Ministry 
of Religions - results (it must be said 
in Shas's favour) from the impossible 
electoral system that the .country is 
saddled with. 


If the vote -was by constituencies, 
every four years, each and every 
politician would be up in person for 
re-election - or rejection - by the 
public at large. Under proportional 
representation (PR), the parties 
choose the candidates and choose 
the same ones every time, because 
they are a dosed group, and it is a 
share-out. The people chosen arc 
the people who did the choosing. 
Those left out huve no option but to 
create u party of their own.

big parties enacted an electoral re-:

mayors. Israel would be rid of coali- 
tion politics for good. 

Why do the two big parties, who 
would be the gainers- from this 
change, refrain from introducing H? 
Because those in office got elected 
through the prevailing system, and 
people arc not inclined to saw off the 
branch on which they sit. They might 
- horror of horrors - lose tbetr seats. 

The political parties are even 
worse affected. Individual. members 
might get re-elected if they arelucky, 
but the party hierarchy woiild be 
doomed. It would lose its kingmaker 
role and would revert to being what 
it ought to be. an amiable voluntary 
society serving an ideal. 

Besides, what if the individual 
candidate is not so lucky? Who

the system of constituencies?. Will 
the voters poll for you and me. or 
might they prefer some rabble- , 
rousers or pop stars or sex-symbolS? 
or even a new batch of intellectuals 
that know not who sits in the Kostel 
building and Metzudat Ze’ev and 
110 Hayarkon Street pulling 
strings? 

The politicians who fear that the 
wrong people might be elected are 
sure that the party-first system pro- 
tects the nation from chaos. 
Machiavelii's thinking Tan along the 
same lines. What the politicians are 
really saying is that they must protect 
the nation from making its own deci- 
sions. That is the kind of politia&n 
one gets under the proportional rep- 
resentation system in Israel.

People in the USSR is descending to 
the abyss. The plight of Soviet Jewry 
is terrifying. The desperate cries of 
Soviet Jewry increase from day to 
day. Three million of our brethren 
are subject to persecutions and 
accusations, arrests and brutal mis- 
treatment. Until the present. Soviet 
Jews were subject to a campaign of 
forced assimilation and spiritual des- 
truction; the oppression today is 
physical. Soviet Jews live in constant 
fear; the threat to their lives is tangi- 
ble. They cry to us for help, "but 
there is no deliverer." 

We are occupied with our every- 
day affairs. The Government of 
Israel is silent, enveloping itself in a 
shroud of silent “secrecy". The 
Israeli Government neither re- 
sponds to nor refuses the Soviets' 
false accusations, it does not declare 
“J’accuse" against the USSR, and 
does not arise to save the Jewish 
People. The Israeli Government 
does indeed take actions which are 
not publicized, but takes almost no 
open, planned actions. 

The Government of Israel has no 
dear, defined practical programme 
fOT the rescue of Soviet Jewry; it 
itself apparently does not believe 
that it can save them, thinking 
rather, “who are we, against the 
Russians." All rhe actions taken bv 
the Israeli government have been 


conducted without a master plan, 
and the actions implemented by the 
various arms of the Israeli Govern- 
ment are directionless and halting. 

The International Rescue Com- 
mittee for Soviet Jewry (headed by 
Israel’s rabbinic sages) has prepared 
a national emergency programme 
for the rescue of Soviet Jewry. This 
completely formulated programme 
deals with the operative and organi- 
zational details connected with the 
issue. I presented a five-page sum- 
mary of the entire 25-page program- 
me to the government, the prime 
minister, and all the ministers on 
November 14, 19S4: I also sent a 
copy to each of the 120 Members of 
Knesset. I did not receive confirma- 
tion of receipt of the material, or any 
response at all. from any of them. 

The main points of the program- 
me are as follows; the Government 
of Israel will utilize the tremendous 
power of the Jewish People through- 
out the world for a comprehensive, 
intensive international campaign. 
The emergency programme, to be 
implemented on an international 
scale, requires mass action through- 
out the world, to attack the USSR's 
weak points. Action will be directed 
at points of political, social, and 
economic influence. The action cam- 
paign will continue without let-up. in 
order to bring to bear organized 
psychological pressure. This will be 
done, inter alia, by means of the 


international media. The State of 
Israel must serve as a centre from 
which all Jewish communities will be 
used, and the Government of Israel 
must head the struggle. 

The prime minister must take the 
decision to establish a limited 
national emergency board, which 
will put into operation the emergen- 
cy programme for the rescue of 
Soviet Jewry. Not a continuation of 
quiet policy, shrouded in darkness, 
not a continuation of soporific ac- 
tions and futile steps, but a firm, 
open, consistent uncompromising 
line - until the liberation of our 
brethren in the USSR. The Israeli 
Government must direct the battle. 

If, however, the government 
does not decide to abandon its pre- 
sent policy, replacing it with a new 
policy, and acting accordingly, we 
shall turn to the Jewish People, to 
contribute the resources necessary 
to implement the national emergen- 
cy programme for the rescue of 
Soviet Jewry. We shall establish the 
international apparatus, and we 
shall make use of the Jewish People, 
throughout the entire world, on be- 
half of the rescue of their brethren in 
the USSR.
